House  ceremony  at  dusk,  just 
hours  after  the  Senate  put  the 
final  stamp  of  approval  on  the 
measure  by  a 74-19  vote. 

Johnson  was  obviously  pleased 
at  this  election-year  bonus,  but 
he  noted  early  in  his  broadcast 
remarks  that  the  measure  was 
“inspired  and  proposed  by  our 
late  beloved  President  Kennedy” 
and  passed  with  bipartisan  sup- 
port. 

KENNEDY  HAD  urged  Con- 
gress in  early  1963  to  enact  a tax 
cut  as  a way  of  stimulating  con- 
sumer spending  and  investments, 
creating  more  jobs  and  averting 
a recession  by  pushing  the  ec- 
onomy to  new  highs  of  productiv- 
ity. 

Wednesday  night,  Johnson  took 
up  Kennedy’s  argument  by  ap- 
pealing to  “individual  consumers 
and  businessmen”  to  put  the  tax 
cut  to  work  by  making  full  use 
of  its  benefits. 

“IF  AMERICAN  enterprise  re- 
' spends  to  this  new  opportunity 
with  increased  investment  and 
expansion — with  new  production 
and  new  products-*-with  the  cre- 
ation of  new  jobs — then  the  tax 
cut  will  bring  greater  abundance 
to  all  Americans,”  he  said. 

“Then  the  federal  government 
will  not  have'  to  do  for  the  econ- 
omy what  the  economy  should  do 
for  itself,”  Johnson  said. 

SURROUNDED  BY  cabinet 
members  and  congressional  lead- 
ers in  the  East  Room  of  ^he 
White  House,  the  President  told 
Americans  that  the  tax  cut  alone 
will  not  do  the  job. 

THE  NEW  LAW,  along  with 
private  initiative  and  creative 
energy,  are  needed  to  “build  a 
nation  whose  strength  lies  in  our 
program  for  prosperity  and  our 
passion  for  peace,”  he  said.

Agriculture  is  normally  taught 
in  land-grant  and  state  institu- 
tions Dean  Walker  said.  BYU  is 
one  of  few  private  institutions 
which  teaches  agriculture,  and 
has  a program  comparable  to  any 
land-grant  college,  he  continued. 

Presently  there  are  212  stu- 
dents enrolled  at  BYU  in  agricul- 
ture.

Book  Of  Mormon  Visual  Aids  Available 


For  students  who  are  tired  of 
reading  long  dreary  assignments 
from  big  thick  text  books,  the 
special  collections  room  of  the  li- 
brary has  a solution  as  presented 
in  the  display  case  in  the  foyer 
on  the  main  floor. 

NOT  LONG  AGO  the  library 
began  a collection  of  miniatures. 
Today  the  selection  of  diminutive 
books  includes  stories  for  chil- 
dren, several  foreign  language 
dictionaries,  Eisenhower’s  Inaug- 
ural Address,  Carl  Sandberg’s  Ab- 
raham Lincoln,  a book  of  poems 
by  Lope  De  Vega,  and  several 
books  by  Robert  Burns. 

The  collection  of  Robert  Burns 
in  miniature  is  the  largest,  yet 
contains  the  smallest  book  mea- 
suring approximately  one-half  by 
one  inch.  The  book  is  encased  in 
a silvpr  locket  which  at  one  time 
hung  from  a necklace. 

CHAD  FLAKE,  head  of  special 
collections,  stated  that  most  of 
the  miniatures  were  received  as 
gifts;  however,  a few  have  been 
purchased. 

Although  the  books  • are*  con- 
sidered rare  and  are  therefore 
kept  in  the  special  collections 
room,  Mr.  Flake^stated  that  their 
main  value  as  collector’s  items  is 
the  novelty  of  size. 

Students  interested  in  seeing 
more  of  these  pint-sized  texts 
can  check  with  the  special  col- 
lections room,  fourth  floor  in  the 
library.

Did  He  Fight?

Yes,  there  was  a fight  . . . but  was 
it  a fight?  Sportswriters  throughout 
the  nation  ai*e  becoming  more  and  more 
dubious  of  the  fact  as  certain  facts  be- 
gin to  come  forth. 


Mr.  Hodge 


I don't  presume  to  say  that  Liston 
DID  “throw”  the  title  bout  Tuesday 
night,  but  merely  point  out  that  a few 
interesting  facts  are  beginning  to  come 
out  which  seem  to  give  the  whole  affair 
the  stench  of  week-old  fish. 


$50,000  For  “Unnecessary”  Fight 


It  has  come  to  light  that  a corporation  of  which 
Liston  is  president,  Intercontinental  Promotions,  paid 
Clay  $50,000  before  the  fight  for  exclusive  rights  to 
promote  Clay’s  next  fight  if  he  won.  They  would  name 
his  Qpponent,  the  site  and  the  date. 

The  opponent,  presumably,  would  be  Liston,  the 
site,  Philadelphia,  and  the  date  “in  about  three  months.” 

They  paid  that  $50,000  for  a return  match  which 
Liston  claimed  only  one  day  earlier  would  never  be 
necessary  because  “there’s  not  any  possible  way  in 
the  world  for  him  to  beat  me.”  So  “sure”  was  Liston 
that  he  didn’t  even  have  a return  match  clause  in 
the  contract. 


Would  Ba  Full-House  At  Rematch 


Was  he  sure,  oi'  was  that  a decoy  for  the  boxing 
commission?  Let’s  break  the  situation- down  and  ask 
what  might  come  from  a fixed  fight  to  the  advantage 
or  disadvantage  of  either  boxer.  For  Liston,  winning 
the  match  would  probably  mean  the  end  of  his  fighting 
career  for  who  would  challenge  him  after  Clay?  A loss 
would  mean  a full  house  at  the  rematch  at  practically 
any  price  for  a ticket.  A sum  from  which  Liston  would 
get  not  only  his  share,  but  from  which  his  corporation 
would  also  pick  up  the  promoter’s  share.  I don’t  say 
that  it  was  planned  this  way — only  it  looks  funny. 

From  Clay’s  side,  what  could  he  gain  from  a fix? 
He’s  a young  boxer,  with  considerable  talent  despite 
what  I and  others  may  have  indicated.  Besides  temp- 
orary posession  of  the  title  there  seems  to  be  nothing 
in  it.  So,  if  it  was  a fix  it  is  probable  that  it  was  from 
one  side  only — Liston’s. 


“Hurt”  But  “Fought”  On 


Liston  said  he  was  hurt  in  the  first  round  ...  on 
a punch  after 'the  bell  . . . but  punches  from  his  left 
(the  injured  left)  were  strong  enough  to  send  Clay 
reeling  in  both  the  fourth  and  fifth  rounds  ...  in  both 
rounds  ringside  observers  thought  the  fight  was  almost 
over  at  that  time  . . . but  the  challenger  refused  to  go 
down. 

Then  there  is  the  humor  of  a California  fight 
promoter  who  predicted  shortly  before  the  fight  that 
“Clay  would  win  in  the  seventh  by  a TKO  when  Lis- 
ton refused  to  answer  the  bell  because  of  a shoulder 
injury.”  Perhaps  it  should  be  disregarded  as  purely 
rumor,  for  if  a California  promoter  knew  of  a fix, 
it  seems  logical  that  gamblers  would  also  know  of 
it  . . . but  then  one  doesn’t  “guess”  shoulder  injuries. 


Clamor  For  Answers 


Maybe  I’m  getting  off  on  a tangent  only  half- 
cocked  but  these  questions  are  vivid  in  my  mind  ...  I 
think  they're  valid  enough  to  deserve  an  answer.  And 
so  does  the  Miami  Beach  Boxing  Commission,  appar- 
ently, who  withheld  Listons  $250,000  “live  gate”  portion 
of  Wston’s  money  from  the  fight  until  an  investigation 
can  be  completed.  Let’s  have  some  answers.

The  rats  are  penned  in  a shuttle 
box  and  observed  as  the  complex- 
ity of  the  stimulating  - conditions 
vary. 

STLMLUI  USED  so  far  have 


Dr.  Cooper  explained  that  he  is 
trying  to  see  what  effect  the 
complexity  of  the  situation  has 
on  the  animal’s  frequency  and 
rapidity  of  response. 

HE  BELIEVES  this  research 
will  aid  our  basic  understanding 
of  the  stimulus  situation  and  the 
role  of  reinforcement  and  moti- 
vation in  the  learning  process. 


Americans 

Uniformed 

“The  Zionists  made  no  secret 
of  their  intention  to  establish 
the  State  of  Israel.  This  situation 
raised  the  conflict  that  is  preval- 
ent today  in  the  Middle  East,” 
stated  Rarouk  A.  Maw'lawi,  when 
he  spoke  to  the  International  Re- 
lations Club  Thursday. 

HE  POINTED  OUT  that  the 
Americans  are  very  uninformed 
and  mislead  on  problems  in  the 
Middle  East.,  “Most  Americans 
believe  that  the  Arab  nations 
exist  for  the  sole  reason  of  some- 
day driving  the  ‘tiny,  helpless’ 
Jewish  state  of  Israel  into  the 
sea,”  remarked  the  director  of 
the  Arab  Information. 

He  challenged  the  group  to 
read  official  documents  and  res- 
olutions passed  in  the  United  Na- 
tions. The  Arab  States  desire 
peace  as  much  as  the  people  of 
Israel  and  would  “welcome  the 
opportunity  to  make  known  their 
good  intentions,”  he  stressed. 

HE  FURTHER  commended  on 
the  mis-conception  of  U.  S.  citi- 
zens that  the  Arab  nations  are 
keeping  thousands  of  Arab  ref- 
ugees only  as  a political  tool. 
This  is  false  because  most  of 
these  nations  have  no  power  to 
move  the  refugees  from  one  place 
to  another,  according  to  Mr. 
Mawlawi. 

“Balancing  the  power  between 
Israel  and  the  Arab  nations  would 
be'  as  foolish  as  balancing  the 
power  between  the  United  States 
and  Cuba,  since  there  are  100 
million  Arabs  and  only  two  and 
one-half  million  Jews,”  he  con- 
cluded. 


Results  so  far  have  sho%vn  that 
the  complexity  of  the  stimulus 
situation  “significantly”  affects 
the  latency  of  response.  The 
greater  the  number  of  stimulus 
parts,  the  smaller  the  variation 
of  response. 

DR.  COOPER  became  interest- 
ed in  this  particular  area  of  in- 
terest through  an  interest  in  the 
possibility  of  using  it  to  help 
emotional  problems.  The  work 
with  rats  is  “logically  related” 
since  it  is  impossible  to  submit 
humans  to  the  same  treatment. 

Dr.  Cooper  began  hs  research 
in  this  area  while  he  was  work- 
ing on  his  doctoral  dissertation 
at  the  University  of  Illinois.  It 
appeared  in  the  “Journal  of  Com- 
parative and  Physiological  Psy- 
chology” and  he  is  preparing  the 
results  of  two  more  projects  for 
publication. 

Dr.  Cooper,  who  received  his 
B.S.  in  1954  and  his  M.S.  in  1958 
from  BYU,  returned  from  the 
University  of  Illinois  in  1963  to 
.continue  work'  on  a BYU  grant.

Fog  Slows  Plane  Search 


NEW  ORLEANS.  (UPI)~Puz 
zled  investigators,  blinded  by  fog 
and  threatened  with  high  winds, 
Wednesday  said  they  would  re- 
sort to  submerged  television  in 
their  gloomy  search  of  Lake  Pon- 
tchartrain  for  the  wrecked  cabin 
and  58  victims  of  a jetliner  crash. 

FOG  WHICH  HAD  land-locked 
surface  vessels  and  helicopters 
lifted  at  mid-day  and  search  re- 
sumed in  the  few  daylight  hours 
remaining. 

.There  was  no  sign  of  the  pas- 
senger compartment  of  the 
gleaming  white  Eastern  Air  Lines 
jet  that  plunged  into  16  feet  of 
water  and  buried  itself  in  bottom 
mud  before  dawn  Tuesday. 

JACK  YOHE,  Chief  Public  In- 
formation Officer  for  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  (CAB)  said  he 
was  not  sure  how  soon  television 
could  be  used.  A camera  would 
be  lowered  and  scanned  from  the 
surface  by  closed  circuit. 

He  said  strong  winds  forecast 


for  Thursday  could  “greatly 
hamper  our  search.” 

YOHE  DISCLOSED  that  two 
commerical  aircraft  flew  over  the 
fatal  spot  within  minutes  of  the 
crash. 

A Delta  jfir  liner  took  off  from 
New  Orleans  International  air- 
port four  minutes  before  the 
Eastern  flight.  A Delta  jet  took 
off  “one  or  two  minutes”  after 
the  DC8  departed,  he  said. 

YOHE  SAID  both  pilots  of  the 
two  Delta  planes  would  be  ques- 
tioned about  weather  conditions 
at  the  time.
